Gov. Robert O. Blood of New 
Hampshire has submitted to the 
legislature of that state a six-year 
public works pnegram based on 
past experience and probable fu- 
ture needs. The budget calls for 
separation of capital and operat- 
ing expenditures. This will enable 
New Hampshire to estimate its 
income and wisely govern the 
expenditures of the revenue from 
taxation over a period of years.

low most of you folks have heard 
,that descriptive phrase, and I 
know those of you who have yeen 
azaleas agree that there is noth- 
ing much more impressive than a 
hillside which is aflame with 
azaleas. 

I received a leaflet the other 
day that gave a very excellent 
discussion on planting and curing 
for these beautiful plants, so 
thought I'd pass along the ideus to 
you—that is, if I can summarize 
a bulletin. 

In selecting a site for azaleas 
the recommendation is to keep 
them out cf the wind. This applies 
not only to winter winds, but alsc 
to summer winds. Winds at bluom 
ing time cut down the display of 
flowers.

etc. And for most varieties be 
sure that drainage is adequate. 


Azaleas have a very compact 
root system and are comparatively 
easy to transplant, but this 
should 
handle them carelessly. Set the 
plants in your prepraed seed bed 
to the same depth as which they 
grew in the nursery. This is quite 
important; mcet folks plant them 
too deeply. Be sure to keep them 
well watered immediately after 
setting and until the planis are 
well established. 


Because they are shallow root 
ed, never cultivate azaleas. By so 
doing you destroy the Abrouc 
roots near the surface. Also re- 
member that weeds should be kept 
out of an azalea bed Pull chem 
out by hand rather than with p 
hee. Of course the best way to 
keep weeda out and conserve 
moisture—in other words, omit 
any cultivating—is to apply a 
mulch soon after the plants have 
been set. A two-inch layer of pea‘ 
moss not only conserves moisture 
and ee ee ee down weeds, but ‘t is
